rear end the winter will end with se-| 
vere weather.

WOMAN WANTED 
BY CITY POLICE 
IS NOW LOCATED 


Mrs. J. E, Ellis, Alias Geraldine 
McGrath, Said to Be in York- 


ton, Sask. 


Only a few weeks ago a despatch 
was received from Yorkton, Sask., to 
the effect that a woman by the name 
of Irene Watson, while driving a motor 
car through one of the streets In that 
place, ran a man down. The report 
further stated that the man died a] 
few hours later as the result of the 


injuries he received. 

The woman, who gave her name as 
mentioned above, is to stand her trial 
on a charge of manslaughter, in York- 
ton today. It has, however, just been 
learned by the city police, that she ts 
none other than a fugitive from jus- 
tice in the person of Mrs. J. E. Eliis,) 
alias Geraldine McGrath, alias Violet 
Nelson, alias Irene Watson. 

According to the records held by the 


local police circles, after she had been | 
convicted in April, 1915, on a charge 
of conducting a disorderly house under 
the name of Violet Nelson.

movement of iMvestock tothe Edimon- 
ton stockyards during the last week, 
the combination of milder weather, 
railway car shortage and depleted 
stocks bringing about a lesyening of 
{Incoming cattle shipments from the 
season's dry belts. 

Receipts of caiitle at the yards how- 
ever have been steady, the total for 
the week ending Thursday night being 
4479, including 282 calves. 654 sheep 
and 832 hogs were handled. This
